Washington, May 11.—Although the presi- 
deut’s recent order has cut down the num- 
ber of bis cgllecs since a congressman cah- 
hot carry mg constituents in with him to 4} 
the president's presence, 1t has done but lit- 
tle else. ‘ne congressmen and senators 
continue to come as aumerously as- ever and 
they vecupy Just as much the as they did 
when they. brought a crowd with them, 
There being comparatively few of thei, each 
member of congress feels entitled to prolong 
his couversation with the president; that, 
so far as time is concerned, they consunie 
fully as much as ever, 

‘There are those among the daily callers at 
the white house who would not be surprised 
to witness a radical change in, the next year 
or two in the method of distributing party 


inean the curtailing if not the complete abol- 
ishment of active and persistent efforts by 
congressinen in the distribution of patron- 
age. The necessity for a change in the pres- 
eit system is said to lie in the fact that of 
late years, the work of congress as 2. legis- 
lative body is seriously interferred with by 
the absence of members from the dimly ses- 
sions, necessitated by the attention -which 
they must give to the task of pressing their 
constitnenis’ demands for patronage in the 
various departments, 

Another reason put forward for the” 
change is the allegation that in many states 
eligibility for elect»n to congress has come 
to b® gaugel by a man’s ability to get ap- 
pointments for hia constituents and. to sway 
power wifh the administfation, It is al- 
leged that the largest part of the average 
congressmgn’s daily “legislAtive duties” 
consists i aking the rounds of the depart- 
ments in behalf of his constituents, his seat 
in the Jegilative body to which he was elec- 
ted, remaining empty the meanwhile, 

Any day in the week during the session of 
eongress and in the recess, it is a eommon 
sicht to see dignified and white haired sen- 
etors and rare representatives. charecd 
with the duties of making laws and dealing 
with grave Jegislative questions of -vital im- 
portanee to the nation, abandoning their du- 
ties and trudging throngh th* departments 
cooling thei? heels in secretaries’ anterooms 
intent upon pressing the elaims for office of 
persistent constituents, 

It is said that Mr, Cleveland had heen 
keenly impressed! with this sitvation. which 
has ‘been hroveht vividly to his attention 
during the past two months? that in such 
leisure moments as he is permitted to en- 
joy he has taken it under serions econsid- 
eration. Many congressmen, it ia anil, 
would welcome a change jn the system. 
They fee] that they are held responsible 
for every annointment and while realizing 
that they do not control every one. they are 
mado to suffer for that non-contro] bry their 
eonstituents. Some af the 
congressmen, who are interested in jJecisli- 
tive matters and who wonld Iike ta devote 
thoir qttentinn ta the nnrnase for which thev 
were elected, or thought they wer, rsent 
the necessity of hecoming mere Jeger after

WHO FAILED TO MEET THEIR PROMISES 


To Attend and Make: Speeches— William 
M. Tracy, of Springfield, Il!., Eleeted 
President—The Resolutions. 


os . 
Louisville, Ky., May 11.—By tomorrow 
‘morning the army. of republicans, which has 
been enjoying true hospitajity in this city for 
the last three or four days, wil! have dis- 
appeared. The convention of the National 
Republican*League adjourned today to meet 
again on the second Wednesday of next 
May in Denver. 

At its session today William W. Tracy, 
of Springfield, Ill., was elected president for 
the ensuing year on the first ballot. His 
only oppopents in the contest were the Hon. 
M. H. DeYoung, editor of The San Francis- 
cg Chronicle and General Daniel Hastings, 
of Pennsylvania. W. I. Squire, of Toledo, 
O., who has been here since last Sunday 
making a fight for the presidency, withdrew 
from the contest this morning, much to the 
surprise of the delegates outsidé his own 
state. In withdrawing he wished to throw 
his strength to Mr. DeYoung. There has 
been a good deal of adverse criticism made 
upon republican leaders of national reputa- 
tion for ignoring the convention. It was 
announced hefore the convention that Gen- 
eral R. Alger, J. Sloat Fassett, John C. 
Spooner, Governor William McKinley, John 
M. Thurston and a dozen others of equal 
prominence would attend and address the 
convention, but pot one of them came. 

Another thing which caused the members 

of the league to complain was the fact that 
the members of the national republican coin- 
mittee, with perhaps two or three excep- 
tions, left the city as soon as it had ad- 
journed. 
It was after 10 o'clock when President 
Clarkson rapped for the convention to come 
to order. The exercises were opened ‘by 
prayer by the Rev. Dr. J. M. Haywood. 

The president suggested that the conven- 
tion had not adopted. parliamentary rules 
for its goyernment, whereupon President 
Burke, of the College League, moved that 
the rules of the fifty-first congress pe 
adopted. 

“It is moved that the rules of the fifty- 
first congress-——the congress of Tom Reed— 
be adopted as the governing rules of. this 
convention,’ said President Clarkson. 
Applause and cheers greeted the’ man- 
ner of putting the motion and a unanimous 
Vote resulted. 

Upon calling for the report of the com- 
mitte® on -credentials, the chairman stepped 
to the platform and reported that the com- 
Inifttee recommend as many votes for each 
state and the College League as are permit- 
ted by the constitution of the league. 

The committee on place of meeting re- 
ported Denver as the place for the conven- 
tion in ISM and the report was adopted 
amid cheers for the western city. The com- 
mittee on league work was not ready to re- 
port and the committee on resolutions was 
called upon. 

the Resolutions Adopted. 


Here Chairman Goodnow, of the commit: 
tee, stepped. forward and reported the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

We, the representatives of the republican 
league clubs of the United States in national 
convention assembled, reaffirm our devotion 
to the principles of the republican party as 
enunciated in 1892.

Foster, president of the Woman's 
Republican Association, occupied a seat on 
the platform and when this issue came up, 
she showed the most intense interest in the 
result. The resolution was put on a vote 
but the ayes and nays were so equally di- 
vided that a rising vote was called for. and, 
in fact, was necessary.

The Niagara Falls Power Company has ex- 
pended nearly $5,000,000 in its development 
ait the falis and consumed nearly’ three 
years In the work. It now seeks «a market 
for the electric energ~ thus generated. 
Through the medium of the transmitting 
company the cities and villages along its 
proposed line can be supplied with ¢lectric- 
ity for light, heat and power. Staf'ons are 
to be erected to regulate. the vo'tage.

| ville Today. 


EDUCATIONAL SOCIETIES IN SESSION, 


With Prominent Educators from All 
Parts of the Country Present. 


DR. CURRY DEFENDS THE. SOUTH, 


President Harper Talks About Specialists 
as Factors in College Work—A Grand 
Gathering in Nashville. 


Nashville, Tenn... May 11.—(Special.)-- 
A thousand delegates are here ready for the 
Southern Baptist convention, which convenes 
tomorrow at the tabernacle. The session bid 
fair to be the greatest. as well as the largest 
in the history of the body. 

The Educational Conference. 

Today the American Baptist Exdmeational 
Society and the Southern Baptist Enducation- 
al conference met in joint session at the 
First Baptist church and were’ ralled to or- 
‘der by Dr. W. B. Rothwell, of William 
Jewell college, Missouri, president of the 
Southern Baptist Eeducational conference. 
After prayer by Dr. “reorge Cooper, Rev. 
C. S. Gardner, of the Edgefield Baptist 
church, of this city, welcomed the visitors. 
Dr. Rothwell responded to this address, fe- 
licitating himself and his brethren that they 
bad met in Nashville. The delegates were 
then enrolled. 

Dr. A. J. Emerson, president of Howard 
Payne college, ‘Texas, read an able paper on 
“Higher Education in Texas.’ and officers 
were elected for the ensuing year. The 
Southern Baptist Society reelected Dr. 
Rothwell president una nimously. Dr. Thom- 
as Hume, of the University of North Caro- 
lina, was selected secretary. 

Dr. H. H. Harris, of Richmond college, 
Richmond, Va., read a paper on college ex- 


aminations aud degrees which was heard 

with great interest. 
In the afternoon the American Baptist 
Dr. Edward 


Educational Society met, 
Johnson presiding. After a hymn and a 
prayer by Dr. M. M. Riley, of Kentucky. 
the delegates were read and ‘Treasurer 
Joshua Levering made his report. 

The report of Corresponding Secretary 
Rev. F. T. Gates, of Brooklyn, proved a 
paper of special interest. The objects and 
policy of the society were outlined. Only 
eleven colleges out of sixty-weven white col- 
leges in the south were endowed and only 
seven had endowments over $100,000. The 
society raised last year $331,000, below 
the average of the first three years. He 
spoke of the ‘university of Chicago, which 
had an endowment of $7,000,000 and was 
constantly adding to this vast gum. 

Resolutions in memory of Dr. R., L. 
Dudley, of Georgetown, Ky., president of 
the American Baptist Eduéational Society 
were adopted by a rising vote. 

Officers were elected as follows: Presi- 
dent, Dr. Edward Judson, of New York; 
vice presidents, W. B. Rothwell. of Missou- 
ri, and , J. Northen, of Georgia; re- 
cording secretary, H. M. Wharton, of Mary- 
land: acting corresponding secretary, H.

He referred to the necessity of specialists 
which had grown up in the past fifty years 
and said its only dahger was in the out- 
growth of narrow-minded men., 

Dr. J. L. M. Curry, ex-minister to Spain 
and agent of the Peabody educatioanl fund, 
made a speech that might be taken to be 
political, but said it was not done in a po- 
litical way. He only wanted to defend 
the south. The finger of scorn was point- 
el at the south for its poorly endowed 
schools. He would point to the fact that 
more money went back to the northern 
states than they paid for taxes. Tinois,

got back $7,400,000. Colleges, he sai, 
would never reach their highest deveiop- 
ments until there is co-education.

MIKE HARTER AND HIS CLUBS. 


We Now Sets Forth Other Grounds Upon 
Which to Claim Greatness— Other 
Men and Their Fads. 


Washington, May 11.—(Special.—The 
new congressional directory is out. In it 
the new congressmen have been given oppor- 
tunity to expatiate upon the herolc achieve- 
ments in their lives, and the average new 
congressman well knows how to write of his 
eminent ability and great achievements. 

Here are a few instances: 

Mr. Michae] Jospsh McKittrick, of Massa- 
ehusetts, remarks that “his symmetrical! and 
splendid physique is partially due to his 
taste for athletics, which he developed early 
fn life; by the time he had reached his ma- 
jority he had won a national reputavon for 
powers of strength, activily and endurance, 
and a record for wrestling, leaping and pe- 
destrianism which, for a jong Jiwe remaine 
ed ynbroken, He Won the long-distance pe- 
destrian championship of America in 1509, 
and during his Joug athletic career hever 
met with a defeat.” as ets 

Mr. Uriel Sabree Hall, of Missoumi, rises 
to pemark that he is an alliauvecman, still 
he “refused to endorse any of the heresies 
advocated by the order, bul fought them 
with all the power at his command. ile 
adds that he has been a litelong democrat 
and. then notifies the girls that he “ig a 
quarried man, his family cousistung of a 
wife and two children.” | 

Mr. Champ Clark, of Missouri, says he 
“has worked as a lured farm hand, clerked 
in a country store, edited a coultry Rewspa- 

er and practiced law conuauiliy silice 
si6.” ‘Then remarks that “December 14, 
1881 he was married to Miss Genevive Ben- 
mett, of Callaway county; has one living 
child, Beunett Clark.” pie 

Ex-Senator Henry W. Blair, of New 
Hampshire, wiio now represents in the 
house the first district of that state, thus 
sums fp the events of his career sitce his 
defeat for re-election to the senate in ISL: 

“Declined the othice of United States judge 

for the district of New Hampshire; was se- 
lected, without his knowledge, by the pres- 


ident to be envoy extraordinary and min- | 


ister plenipotentiary to (hina; was homilat- 
ed, confirmed by the senate, and appointed 
on the 16th day of March, 1891; was ob- 
jected to as persona non grata by the Chi- 
hese government, our go¥ernment protest- 
ing against the sufficiency of the objections; 
the objections were, first, that he yoted for 
the exclusion act of 1888, and, second, that 
he had abused China and Chinese laborers 
in debate; the first objection was true and 
the second false; declining other appoint- 
ments, nis resignation was accepted Oc- 
tober 6, 1891, and he retired to private life, 
intending to resume the practice of law; but 
being urged to be a eundidate for repre 
sentative to the fifty-third comeress, he ac- 
cepted the republican nomination and was 
elected,”’ 

Michael D. Harter represented the fif- 
teenth Ohio district in the last congress and 
the fourteenth in this. Sinee he. first ap- 

eared in the directory he has changed his 

iography. In. his first sketch he said he 

was a member of the Cobdn Club, Lon- 
don; of the Reform and Dmocratic Club, 
New York, and of the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic Cluh, of Cincinnati, but of none in 
Mansfield, his home. He declared that he 
had used his voice and been jin the interest 
of tariff reform for many years, 

In his latest autobiography he omits all 
mention of his club membership. “His 
leisure,” he says, “for twenty years past 
has been devoted to the promotion of tariff 
reform, sound money, and opposition to alt 
class legislation.” Then he adds: “Mr. 
Harter is a Jeffersonian,,and his jnfluence 
politically is for conservative measures, and 
Against radical, unsound, meddlesome Jeg- 
islation.” Personally he describes himself 
as being “a quiet man in his manners, a 

lain man in his dress, and a studious one 

y habit.” 

James A. D. Richards, of the seventeenth 
Ohio district, naively Says that, “though a 
leading democrat, living jn 2a democratic 
county and district, he always declined to 
be a candidate for office, though often urg- 
ed to do so.””, He then explains that “with- 
out being a candidate he was unanimously 
nominated and was elected to the fifty-third 
congress as a democrat,” :; 

_ George P. Ikirt, of the eighteenth Ohio 
district, iS @ physician and a democrat. 
His biography says that “plain of manner 
and firm in his convictions, he has long been 
considered one of the stanch leaders and 
counselors of the democracy of the 
eastern portion of the state.’’ Continuing, 
the sketch says that “his political influence 


* has always been exerted in’ the interest of 


the imasses and for safia, conservative 
measures as against unsound, radical leg- 
islation."” So enthusiastic a politician was 
Mr. Ikirt that in 1884 he established a po- 
litical paper in East Liverpool and in 1888 
ran for congress against Major Mckinley. 

William Lilly, one of Pennsylvania’s two 
representatives at large, was employed with 
the Beaver Meadow Railroad Company in 
1838, that beinf$ the only steam railroad 
in the, Lehigh valley. Representative Lilly 
was then seventeen years old. At twenty 
he was elected colonel of one of the mili- 
tia regiments in the Lehigh valley, and, 
subsequently, brigadier general, “being the 
youngest man in the state who had attain- 
ed so high an honor.” General Lilly was 
a democrat until 1862, when he became a 
working republican. He has attended six 
republican national and many state conven- 
tions. He is “a strong protective tariff

OVERTHREW THE GOVERNMENT. 


Nicaraguan Reveolutionists Suc cessful 
American Warships Ordered There. 


Washington, May 11.—Cable advices re- 
ecived at the state department today are 
to the effect that the revolution in Nica- 
ragua is a success and that the revolutionists 
are now practically in contro] of the gov- 
,ernment. Dr. Guzman, the Nicaraguan 
minister, has received similar advices, 80 
ie is understood. He had a long conference 
with Seeretary Gresham at the state de- 
partment today and they exchanged infor- 
mation. é 

The dispatch received by Secretary Gres- 
ham was sent from San Juan del Sur, a point 
on the west coast of Nicaragua, by Mr. 
Newall, who is consul at the capital of 
the country. He stated in his message that 
no communication is to be had with the 
cable oflice, and it is presumed by this that 
he was obliged to send his dispatch to San 
Juan del Sur by mail in order that it might 
reach the state depurtment here. Mr. 
Newall’s dispatch in substance is as fol- 
lows: 

The revolution commenced Aprjl 28th, 
headed by ex-President Savalla. The revo- 
lutionists hold Grenada, Managua, Itivas, 
Contales, Matagalpa and San Juan del 
Norte. They are well armed, even having 
a good supply of Gatling guns. The goy- 
ernment forces number 2,000, poorly organ- 
ized and led, while the revolutionists num- 
ber 3.500 commanded by prominent gentle- 
men.

TOWNSEND ADMITS WRITING THEM. 


Several Entries in His Diary Read to Court 
Which Shows That Gladstone 
Was in Great Danger. 


London, May 11.—William Townsend, 
the man arrested on the gharge of having 
discharged a pistol in Downing street and 
also suspected to have planned to kill Prime 
Minister Gladstone, was arraigned on the 
first mentioned charge today. ‘Townsend 
was also charged today with having sent a 
menacing letter to Mr. Gladstone, which 
he read in court. The letter is dated April 
25th and is as follows: 

Do drop that cursed bill. Say something 
about it in the house tonight. You gave me 
such a shock yesterday, looking so cheerful 
and happy. I had never seen ypu before. 
Your appearance compelled me to raise my 
hat out of respect. I had been waiting for 
you since morning. After reading the news- 
papers on Saturday I left — and wife and 
little ones. If you are remofed the bill is as 
dead as Queen Aune. I was in Brighton on 
Saturday expecting to find you. If it had 
not been for my sudden revulsion of feeling 
nothing could have saved either of us yester- 
day. I would have tired six shots before any 
one laid a hand on me. I will give you 
another chance. I have a strong opinion of 
your cleverness. I firmly believe that if you 
will it, the bill will become a law despite 
Salisbury, Balfour, Chamberlain and the lords, 
but it.shall not if by taking two lives, yours 
and ming, the Hives of hundreds aud perhaps 
thousands of loyal Ulster men will be saved. 

Surely that will be sufficient justification. 
I shall look anxiously into tomorrow's papers 
for au answer. 

The prisoner admitted that he had writ- 
ten the letter. Then several entri¢s in his 
diary were read, from which the following 
are examples: . 

I went to Downing street and watched 
quietly all day, being afraid of raising suspi- 
cion by making inquiry.

FIFTY YEARS AGO. 


Newspaper Established 
Southwest Georgia. 

Albany, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)—The first 
newspaper ever establisbed in south Geor- 
gia, was The Southwestern Georgian, with 
General Henry Morgan as editor and pro- 
prietor, in 1845/. lt was neutral in politics, 
und after a hard struggle of about a year 
General Morgan decided wo make a change 
and run a political paper. He formed a co- 
partnership with one John Jones, of Elbert 
county, and in 1843 they began the publica- 
tion ot ‘ue Albany Courier, a copy of which 
is now before us, dated July 18, 1843, and 
from which The News and Advertiser has 
information that will compose this article. 

Qne of the greatest inconveniences the 
newspaper men had to contend with was, 
that the postotliice was located at Pinder- 
town, some eighteen miles from Albany, 
and it was only occasionally you could get 
your mail. Newspaper men of today, will 
fail to appreciate tue situation as it was in 
1843. But, notwithstanding this and oth- 
er drawbacks, The Courier was a spicy 
paper, and reflects credit upon its editors. 

At its masthead we find that Henry 
Clay was announced for president; George 
W. Crawford for governor, and Alexander 
H. Stephens for congress. Politics were 
warm in those days. Below will be found 
some extracts taken from the _ proceed- 
ings of a whig meeting, beld in Franklin 
hall, which is now known as the Walters 
building on Broad street, in the office of 
The Courier. / 

“The meeting was called to order by 
‘alling Robert Lindsay to the chair, and 
appointing John Jones as secretary. 

“The meeting assembled for the purpose 
of ascertaining who and how many of the 
whigs of this district would attend the 
meeting of the whig party of Baker, to be 
held at Gillion on Saturday, 15th instant, 
and for the transaction of such other busi-, 
ness as might be deemed important to 
the advancement of the whig cause. : 

“The following named persons were in- 
structed to attend said meeting: Dr. 
R. Casey, William R. Shivers, Dr. H. H. 
Meals, Joseph B. Shores, William H. 
Crawford, Robert Ludlay, E. H. Nelson, 
Peter J. Strozer, Henry Morgan and Mer- 
rick Barnes. 

‘Resolved, TJhat the whigs of Baker 
county, do now form themselves into a 
Clay club, and that all present, who are 
disposed to become members, will give 
their names to the secretary, whereupon the 
following names were subscribed as mem- 
bers to the club: Henry Morgan, Peter J. 
Strozer, Dr. H. H. Meals, James Thorn- 
berry, Robert Lunday, J. B. Shores, Dr. 
H. R. Casey, William H. Campbell, F. M. 
Gibbs, M. Herring, D. T. Driggers, A. P. 
Burr, E. H. Nelson, N. Dudley, Sr., Mer- 
rick Barnes, N. Dudley, Jr., John Alexan- 
der, Dr. F. Holt, William R. Shivers, 
White Harden, Sherman Barnes, E. Dud- 
ley, S. J. Dickerson, John Jones. 

“Ft was decided to hold the meetings 
of the Clay club on Monday evenings for 
the transaction of business.” 

[here was no Dougherty county at that 
time, as what now comprises ougherty 
belonged to Baker, and it was not until 
1854 that Dougherty was cut off. and a 
new county formed. We make this expla- 
nation for the benefit of the younger gen- 
eration. 

In looking over the columns of The Cour- 
ier we find the advertisement of John 
Jackson, grocer and commission merchant, 
and it was but a short time ago that his 
remains were laid to rest in Oakwoecd 
cemetery. Stephen T. Mallory was post- 
master, Green Linsley, sheriff, and G. 
W. Collier was his deputy, Robert Hardie 
was clerk of court. 

There was but little difference in the 
weather of fifty years ago and the present 
time, as the report of the weather in The 
Courier shows that the thermometer rang- 
ed all the way from 80 to 98 degrees.

Georgia continues to prosper. Her lumber 
and naval stores industries increase in 
importance every. year. This year promises 
to bring greater results than ever. Just at 
this time Georgia yellow pine is cqumanding 
better prices than for two years. ‘The mar- 
ket is firm with a steady upward’ tendency. 
Turpentine remains low, but there is every 
indication that this season will end with good 
profits for the operators. The crop will be 
short at least 10 per cent, probably 25 per 
cent, as compared to last year. 

There are two encouraging dacts ‘for the 
operators. ‘The Naval Stores Operators’ <As- 
Suciation includes in its membership YO per 
cent of the turpentine men of Georgia. The 
association is determined to limit production 
iw stich an eXtent that prices will go to a 
profitabl point. Another important fact 
is that two immense storage tanks are to 
be erected in Savannah. This will enable the 
operators to hold the product of their stille 
for a favorable market. Gradually the tur- 
ventine men are emerging from debt. ‘This 
Ss one of the best indications of good times 

have seen. ‘True, many of them are still 
Struggling in the mire, but many who were 
in the hands of the commission men two 
years ago, are now managers of their own 
estates and many more are nearing this con- 
ditton. 

The lumber business is decidedly on a_bet- 
ter paying basis than ever. Mill men have 
learned to be conservative. They are econo- 
mizing time, cutting down expenses, and 
guarding against leaks.

. Prehistic Ruins in Africa. 


From The St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

“IT have just returned from Europe,” said 
Heward Hoffman, ‘‘where I have sojourned 
ever since my return from Zanzibar, six 
‘gnonths ago. I have been pursuing a course 
of investigation in the British museum that I 
had hoped would throw some light on the re- 
cent discoveries that have been made in Af- 
rica. Not far into the interior of Africa from 
Zauzibar I, in company pith others, recently 
discovered traces of a prehistoric city of no 
Small dimensions. ‘This city that I speak of 
must have been a capital of some ancient 
province or kingdom. It was some five miles 
square, and was surrounded by a wall of 
masonry, the foundations, with a few projec- 
tions, of which still remain and indicate an 
excellent knowledge of masonry. The wall 
was undoubtedly meant for protection against 
enemies, for it Was strongly built and must 
have been at least twenty feet high. It is now 
Overgrown with great tropical vines, and 
parts of it extend threugh impenetrable mo- 
rasses. 

“Inside a few remains of houses still exist, 
and the outlines of a great temple or palace 
on the highest ground within the enclosure. 
Some excavations have been made and a few 
relics brought to light, such as pottery of the 
Egyptian type, and broken bits of Welded 
copper that may have come from a uit of 
mail. Some idea of symmetry must hare ob- 
tained in that distant period, for the houses 
were built along streets or winding lanes, 
the precursor of our modern thoroughfares, 
The whole ts overgrown at present by a mass 
of tropical plants and great old trees that 
have been standing for hundreds of years. 
To what nation those people belonged cannot 
be told, but the ruins would indicate that once 
Africa’s shores were the seat of a great: ciy- 
lization and a great commerce.’

The Conyers Postoffice. 

In the matter of the postmastership 
at Conyers we preface our remarks by 
the statement, based on information 
from those acquainted with all the can, 
didates, that a better appointinent than 
that of Captain Weaver could not have 
been made. Going further than this, in 
frankness, we will say that the editor 
of this paper, at the request of well- 
knowh gentlemen of Conyers, urged 
Colonel Livingston to recommend Cap- 
cin Weaver, and received from him 
gssurance that he was so inclined, and 
that on his return to Conyers he would 
discuss the situation with the people of 
the town, and base his recommendation 
on whit he believed to be their prefer- 
eper, 

With this statement we are free to 
comment on the case, leaving no room 
for an implication of dissatisfaction as 
regards the personnel of the appointees. 

Ye think that the manner of the ap- 
pointment does injustice to the demo- 
cratic congressman from this district. 
Heretofore it has been an invariable 
rule to consult congressmen in the ap- 
pointment of fourth-class postmasters, 
and the exception is so rare that it is 
not on record. Colonel Livingston as- 
Serts most positively that before he left 
Washington to investigate, by personal 
examination the matter of filling the 
fourth-class oftices in his disfrict, he was 
assured that nothing would be done un- 
til he was consulted. We think that he 
was entitled to the ordinary considera- 
tion extended to other congressmen, 
and that the postoffice department 
should not have allowed itself to be 
persuaded to make an appointment in 
Colonel Lfvingston’s absence. Probably 
when the matter is brought to Mr. Max- 
well’s attention he will have a satisfac- 
tory explanatfon. He is a man of honor, 
a good officer and an excellent admin- 
istrator of his branch of the depart- 
ment. 

Now, it strikes us that our congress- 
man has not been fairly treated. Con- 


yers Is in his district. It is aia 


his home town, as ‘he takes or leave 
he train at that point when going from 
or to his home in Newton county. He 
is well acquainted with the people and 
their. wants, and his endorsement of 
one of the applicants for the postmas- 
tership should have had great weight. 

If congressmen from any other dis- 
trict in Georgia, or from other states, 
are to have anything to say in the mat- 
ter of the small postoffices, Colonel Livy- 
ingston should stand on an equal foot- 
Ing with them. We do not profess to 
champion him, or his aims, but on gen- 
eral principles we insist that. when 
other congressmen are heard tin the 
matter of local federal appointments, 
the democratic congressman from this 
district should not be ignored. becanse 
he is not “persona grata” to some who 
are close to the administration.

The Currency Question. 

According to the monthly treasury 
Statement the per capita of circulation 
on the Ist of May was $25.97, and the 
circulation. of national bank notes was 
given at $171,770,315. The Statement 
of the New York associated banks for 
May 6th leads us to belicye that the 
treasury officials, in estiinating the ceir- 
culation of national banks, give the 
amount the banks are entitled to issue 
and not the real amount in circulation. 
In other words, we suspect that the 
treasury estimates the circulation of 
the banks by the amount of bonds to 
their credit. 

If our suspicton has any basis the per 
capita circulation is considerably less 
than the treasury officials figure it out, 
Yor instance, the associated banks of 
New York have a capital of $48,650,- 
000. On the bonds deposited to thoir 
credit they are entitled to a circulation 
of more than $30,000,000, but from the 
official report we find that they have a 
circulation of only $5,626,700. ‘We have 
no doubt that the circulation to which 
these. banks are entitled, but) which 
they refuse to avail themselves of, fig- 
ures in the treasury estimate at its full 
amount. 

There are cighty-nine banks in the 
Clearing House Association, and their 
proportion of circulation to capital must 


try banks, and in that case the treasury 
estimates of national bank circulation 
ought to be divided by the figure 9, 

It is not to be wondered at that the 
financiers of the northeast laugh to 
scorn the idea that there is not enough 
money in the country to do business and 
to utilize the labor waste that is ‘going 
on in other sections. In the north ast 
the amount of money in circulation is 
above $200 per capita. The financial 
institutions are glutted with it.

It would 
be as fair to say that business done by 
means of government and national 
bank notes is carried on. by credit, for 
these notes represent credit. In other 
words, what the “eminent bankers” and 
“financial experts’ of the east call 
credit is rferely a system to prevent 
the carting of money from post to pil- 
lar—from bank to bank. It is not credit 
in the ordinary meaning of that teri, 
and bears no resemblance to it, for real 
credit has to do with character+with 
probity, integrity. honor and honesty. 

The credit that carries on business— 
commercial credit—must have money 
behind it, and that is the reason the 
people of the south 2nd west insist that 
there is not enough money in circulation 
to curry on business, to carry out thefr 
plans of industrial progress and devel- 
opment, to utilize the labor power that 
is now idle and running to waste.

Is 
it not possible that by cultivation the average 
reader might catch words und sentences as 
letters are not caught by the most indifferent 
renders” A vast deal of energy is now de- 
voted te teaching pupils to read more or less 
effectively in public.”

PRESIDENT KNOBLAUGHER INTERVIEWED

What First-Class Barber Shops Are as 
Understood by the “*Perfesh”—Hoyr, 
W h‘t2, and Nash, Colored, Talk. 


eed 


The assertion was made-in a local paper 
mot many days ago that there was a scarci- 
ty of white barbers in Atlanta. 

Bat such is certainly not the case. 

' There are in Atlanta at the preseut time 
no less than seven white barber shops, sit- 
gated in the most central parts of the city, 
and having a capacity of thirty-seven 
chairs. 

The coming of white barbers into Atlanta 
was a sudden movement, and they have ap- 
parently come to stay. The first white 
barber shop was established here several 
years ago and the advent ef it is well re- 
membered, nearly as well remembered as 
the retirement of the owner from such a 
barbarous field. 

An aggregation of white female barbers,

‘headed by Mr. Sumby, are the ones spoken 
of. Sumby rented a shop on Hunter street, 
and for some time did a flourishing business. 
Tt became the tad to get 
shaved at the female barber shop. 
Gradually the star of the female chin- 
serupers Went dewn, ald they disappeared 
along with it from the few. 

The next white barber shop started in 
Atlanta was one year ago from last Christ- 
mas, when Mr. Cramer, who had for a long 
time been foreman in one of the negro 
shops, opened a shop of his own on Ala- 
bama street. He engaged some fine ton- 
sorial artists and he quickly sprang into 
favor, doing a rushing business. The next 
white barber shop was opened on the 16th 
of August, 1892, by IF. Jones and Lk. FEF. 
Hoyt, on Marietta street and was called 
the Aeme. About the middle of September, 
Cramer moved his shop frem Alabama 
street, just back of the Capital City bank, 
to No. 4 Whitehall street. 

His place was net Jong vacant, however, 
for Schraver Brothers quickiy made the 
necessary arrangements and were soon Jn- 
stalled in the shop left by Cramer. 

This was on the Ist of October, 1S092. 
A little later still another. white barber 
shop was begun in the HKquitable building 
by Calloway & Hook. 

While all this was going on E. F. Hoyt 
saw an opening and sold out bis interest in 
the Acme, a white barber shop, and began 
one on his own money entirely. He opened 
vp the day after he sold his interest in the 
Acme. Hoyt’s place is called “The At- 
Ienta,” and is on Peachtree street; the shop 
is very handsomely furnished. This was-in 
January of this year. In the Intter part of 
February O'Ryan started a batoer slop on 
East Hunter streevi, back of Keeoly's store, 
with four chairs. A change of manage- 

wnt oceurred in Cramer's ¢stablishment 
about this time. Cramer selling out to D. 2. 
Constantine. Long betore this, however, 
there was another shop opened at the Ava- 
Bvu hotel. 
hey Are First Class Shops. 

All of the white barber shops are whai 
are known as first-class shops. ‘wo negro 
shops are first-class also, Nasi s aud Steel's.

“Our union was ‘formed last November,” 
said President IKnoblaucher, pausing to put 
an artistic daub of soap-suds with his shay- 
ing brush on, the occupant of his chair, 
“and for self-protection. We now have 
twenty-six members. | saw it stated only 
the other day that there were not enough 
white barber shops in Atlanta. While such 
may be tne case, it is by inverse ratio; 
there are too many negro barber shops 
and the difference bet ween the two makes 
the statement appear to be true. We get 

aid iairly well, averaging from $14 to 
li per week, and all over $24 we make 
we receive half. How do | aecount for 
the inrush of white barbers? Well, { sup- 
pose that the people knew what they wanted 
and patronized the first one in a way that 
made others believe that there were open- 
ings for good meu; and there were. 1 think 
there iS NO place like Atlanta; I guess I 
am here to stay. 

“No,” replied President Knoblaucher in 
answer to a query, “we have no Italian 
counts, French dukes or German barons 
among us, but We are merely all honest 
journeymen. ae 

One of the “Bosses” Talks. 

“There is a very peculiar thing about a

Who Made the Federal Constitujzion ? 


Yiditor Constitution—In his very timely and 
article of last Sunday, my learned friend, 
speaks of the constirution 
‘a contract between 

states.”’ 


This seems to involve a contradiction. Most 
publicists, from Cicero to Vattel, employ the 
words state and vation in the alternate sense, 
for. although the two terms are not” synony- 
meus in techniGtl detail, both are used to in- 
dicate a severeign power. One is the unity of 
pecples of diverse origin, race and language 
uLder a comnon gi vernment of whatev vl 
form: the other is the unity of a people of 
common origin, descent and language under 
government of whatever form. In both 
cases, the government must be independent 
of external power. 
it is mapifest then that our political bodies 
corporate known as “states’’ are neither 
states or nations in the legal sense and never 
were, for although after the revolution the 
wople of each of the thirteen colonies were 
labspendons of the mother country, they 
were not thirteen distinct national entities. 
Not one of them was ever even informally 
recognized by any power on earth as a sover- 
eign and independent state. 
know this bas been controverted, and 
that the treaty of Febrgary 6, 1778, between 
the United States and France, has been cited 
in support of the adverse contention. But it 
seems almost. incredible that such a citation 
should be made for such a purpose. In the 
preamble to the treaty it is stated that ‘‘the 
most Christian king and the thirteen United 
States (naming them), willing to fix in an 
equitable and permanent manner the rules 
which ought to be followed relative to the 
correspondence and commerce which the two 
parties desire to establish,’’ ete. Again, in 
article 1 of the same treaty, it is stated that 
“there shall be a firm, inviolable peace and 
true and sincere friendship between the most 
Christian king and the United States of Amer- 
ica’’—not between him and Virginia or Geor- 
gia or any one of the thirteén colonies the 
people of Which constituted, not thirteen, but 
one of “the two parties’ to the agreement. 
And again. article 4, of the treaty speaks 
of ‘‘the subfects, people and inhabitants,’’ not 
of New York or Pennsylvania, but of ‘‘the said 
United States.”” It is too manifest for argu- 
ment that ‘‘the two parties” to this exercise 
of sovereignty were none other than the 
French monarch on the one side and the con- 
tinental congress on the other; that is to say, 
the one government of France and the one 
government of the Tnited States. 

This is obvious from another point of view. 
The colonial congress was composed, in the 
larguage of the official record of the time, of 
“delegates nominated’? not by the colonial 
gevernment., but ‘by the good neople of these 
colontes.”’ This congress was a revolutionary 
body exercising sovereign power. It was net 
orly a revolutionare body in {ts origin, but 
It- acts assumed a revolutionary character; 
and the ‘good pe »ple.”’ by reeognizing its au- 
thority, placed themselves on a revolutionary 
footing. They did this not as representatives 
of corporations Known as ‘“colonies,"’ but in- 
dividually as moral persons. Consequently, the 
extenc to which this revolutionary congress 
assun ed power to itself and adopted measures 
national in their character, to that extent 
did ‘the good people’ of the celonies declare 
themselves ready to constitute one people— 
one national entity—not thirteen distinct na- 
tions or states, 

Furthermore, up to March, 1781, when the 
old articles of confederation were adopted, 
this revolutionary eongress was recognized 
net only as the de facto national government. 
but as the de jure national government as 
well, As such, it came into contact with for. 
eign powers and entered tnto engagements, 
the binding force of which on the whole peo-

ble has never been qnestioned. The colonial’ 


coeverniment, on the other hand, did not take 
2 single step that could, by any possible eon- 
struetion, place them before the world in the 
light of even de facto ‘sovereign states.” 

Subsequently, br the adoption of the constt- 
tution of 1787, each individual colony becaine 
what by custom we call a ‘state.’’ bnt. onty 
in so’far as it belonged to the United States: 
that is to say, in so far only as its population 
constituted part of “the people of the United 
States."’ In other words, the “state” has a le- 
gal status in the union, but has a legal status 
nowhere else. ) | 

The partiecwar “states” then were created 
by the constitution and not the constitution 
by the individual states; for. not one of them 
ever had a constitution of government inde. 
pendent of the union. But if the particular 
States were createsyby the constitution. how 
eame it about that the constitution itself is 
but ‘‘a contract between states’?

AN ABLE FAGULTY. WILL INSTRUCT. 


The Summer Session Will Be Held at Rock 
College, Near Athens, and a Thorough 
Course Will Be Taught. 


——y 


The coming session of the Georgia State 
Normal school at Athens is expected to be 
largely attended. This school was inaugu- 
rated last summer and lasted about two 
sonths. It did a great work for the teachers 
of the state. It was originated by Captain 
Ss. D. Bradwell, the state school comunis- 
sioner, who took deep pride in making it a 
success. The best teachers in Georgia went 
willingly to his aid and the school had an 
able faculty. 

The total enrollment was 234 and the av- 
erage attendance was 120. 

There was no money appropriated by the 
state for the school and money intended 
for educational purposes and coming from 
other sources was applied to the maintenance 
of the institution. Each teacher took a few 
articles. Rooms were furnished at Rock 
college, near Athens, board was furnished 
at a low price and the expense of a month at 
the normal was light. The teachers who at- 
tended felt that they were benefited and 
all said that they were amply repaid for 
thus spending their vacation and money. 

This summer the school will be opened 
Wednesday, July 5th, and will continue 
until Wednesday, August 30th. Commis- 
sioner Bradwell will make frequent Visits 
to the normal and Governor Northen will 
go up occasionally. 

Tuition will be free and board will he 
only a week.

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Memorial Exercises Held -in the Supreme 
Court by Members of the Bar. 


CHIEF JUSTICE BLECKLEY SPEAKS, 


Eloquent Tributes to the Memory of the 
Late Judge—His Career Sketched 
and His Virtues Extolled. 


el 


' The memorial exercises for the late Judge 
John Collier were held in the supreme court 
yesterday afternoon. 

The members of the court were present 
and occupied the bench. At the time of his 
death Judge Collier was the oldest member 
of the Atlanta bar. He had practiced here 
for almost half a century. Judge John 
Collier was born May 3, 1815, and died 
November 3, 1892. He inherited his robust 
constitution and long life from his father, 
Meredith Collier, who lived about eighty- 
five years, and his mother who reached nine- 
ty-two years of age. When his son was 
seven years old, his father moved to a farm 
then in DeKalb county on what is known as 
the Peachtree road near where we are Now. 
On that farm he grew up with no means for 
an education save what schools there were 
in the country, held only for a few weeks 
between the “laying by,”’ and the gathering 
of the crops then afforded. The mare, Tu 
diments of an English education, rea ne 
writing and a — arithmetic, were all 

at he could obtain. 3 
The committee of which Colonel N. J. 
Hammond was chosen chairman, said in the 
memorial, “His energy and courage and the 
confidence reposed in him when but 4 youth 
are well illustrated by the fact. that he 
was accustomed then to haul in wagons his 
father’s crops to Augusta, Ga., distant one 
hundred and seventy miles or more and 
bring back such freights as the jnterior then 
purchased from that city at the head of the 
navigation of the Savannah river.” The 
memorial sketching his life recites that he 
moved to Decatur in 1842 and began study- 
ing law with Hon. Charles Murphy, with 
whom he afterwards was a partner. In 
October 1843 he married a daughter of 
Samuel Wilson, She and five sons and three 
daughters now live in our city. He moved 
so Atlanta in 1846, and was a member of 
the legislature for a dozen years. He was 
the author of the first act incorporating At- 
lanta. 

As state senator he introduced the bill 
which made this county, and again held that 
office in 1859. In august 1846 he was ad- 
mitted to the supreme court In the first 
year of its existence. Of the two hundred 
and eleven lawyers admitted that year and 
of the officers and the bench, he outlived all 
but three. In July 1867 he was appointed 
judge of the Coweta circuit by Governor 

enkins. He went ont in 1868 under the 
new constitution. He was in the constitu- 
tiona] convention of 1877. 

When young he often trudged to jus- 
tice courts. He amassed a fortune without 
an ill-gotten dollar. He never used intox- 
icants of any kind. He was an earnest 
Methodist. 

Modest and unassuming, social and cheer- 
ful, sober and industrious, he held the con- 
fidence and affection nof onle of his clients 
but. of all who came wirhin the range of h¥s 


influence, not only in his profession on 
avestions of business, but of ethics and re 
ligion. 


Hic richest legacy to his family, * his 
friends, his city and state is the memorv of 
his life and the example he has left behind 
his departed snirit.

Justice Bleckley's Tribute. 

Chief Justice Bleckley responded in an 
eloquent tribute. 

He said that to his mind “the one word 
eafe makes a verbal picture of John Col- 
lier. Intellectually and morally, in thought, 
emotion and conduct, he was one of the 
safest men have ever known. My ac- 
quaintance with him begun in 1848, and 
terminated by his death in 1892, covered 
a period of forty-four years and from the 
first to the last I always found him the 
same sensible, diligent, calm, consistent 
and conscientious gentleman. The solidity 
and purity of his character could not be 
surpassed. He was one of those rare 
men of whom it is allowable, whether they 


.be living or dead, to speak the truth, the 


whole truth; whom it is needful to extenu- 
mate nothing; against whom there is naught 
for malice to set down; and in favor of 
whom there is neither occasion nor excuse 
for eulogy to exercise its invention. Surely 
it is a proud distinction for a man so to be 
and so to live as that after hig death his 
memory will not only bear the friction of 
truth but need nothing else to burnish it 
and make it shine with a pleasing and a 
precious light. 

“I can venture the assertion that no 
occupant of the bench or member of the 
bar, no resident of Atlanta, no citizen of 
Georgia, to whom Judge Collier was known, 
ead now or ever will think of him without 
experiencing a sentimetn of sincere respect 
end esteem. Many of us cannot do so with- 


- out also experiencing the more profound 


sentiment of affection. Outwardly he was 
so calm, self-contuined and self-restrained 
that he had the clear, cool look of a crystal 
Or a cameo; but those who understood him 
best knew that he had not only a good but 
@ warm heart, and that he was both able 


‘and willing to return as much tenderness 


end sympathy as he received. And _ this 
was much, if nt from the world at large, 
from those at least with whom he wag on 
intimate terms. 

“I have said he was a safe man. In all 
his faculties and qualities he wus balanced 
and symmetrigal. He was constructed un- 
der a nice aj®lication of the law of pro- 
portion and his whole life was ordered and 
regulated by the great conservative law. 
In nothing was he excessive; in nothing 
did he have any marked deficiency. He 
‘was well rounded up, as if meant for a 
choice specimen of the best type of average 
manhood. He represented, he illustrated 
no extreme, no superlative. In notling 
was he conspicuously great, and in nothing 
was he little. e Was no genius, and 
never by word or deed did he suggest the 
idea of a weakling or simpleton. His ment- 
al endowments consisted of strong, solid 
common sense and a firm, vigorous will. 
He had a mind to make up and he made it 
up; he had a work to do and he did it: 
duties to perform and he performed them. 


He ruled himself and kept his life orderly 


and consistent. No man was ever mor 
absolutely lord and master vg his porte 
conduct. He could be influenced in behalf 
nei ti but it —, not in the power of 
an or even of woman, Pne 
— eee of evil. aerated 
S a lawyer he was well read. w - 
formed without being deeply lea rned ‘He — 
diligent_in his profession and faithful to 
his cents. He rendered them conscientious 
service and spared no labor requisite to pre- 
are and try their cases. I think he rarely 
ost a good case or gained a bad one He 
had all the success he deserved, but no 
more, In this he had precisely the fortune 
which ought to be the lot of every practi- 
toner, To lose cases is a disagreeable 
duty, and one which every lawyer is bound 
to shun if he can, but I think our departed 
friend seldom shunned ‘it on & proper oc- 
casion. although he tried as hard a« any of 
his brethren. For the wrong side he was 
a very effective advocate. When he served 
a ne bench he proved himself to be an 
able, upright and impartial] judge. He 
eAve satisfaction both ‘to the bar and to 
sthe people. A more spotlesa macistrate 
in any court, He lived to 
growing old in spirit or fee-

HE ADMITTED HIS GUILT, 


Dr. Charbone, the Little Bigamist, Gets Three 
Years and a Lecture from the Court. 

Dr. Charbone, the little bigamist from 
South America, who wedded a girl among the 
pine trees of North Carolina and then dropped 
her for another down in Campbell county, was 
arraigned before Judge Richard H. Clark 


yesterday morning. 

The case of the little doctor was set for a 
hearing last Monday, but on account of the 
state of his health it was deemed advisable to 
defer his trial until yesterday. 

It was generally supposed that he would 
enter a plea of not guilty, and the @estimony, 
in that event, was expected to be quite racy. 
When they young disciple_entered the room 
there was nothing on his face which indicated 
the turn that was going to occur within a 
few minutes. 

Colonel Hulsey asked for the privilege of 
conferring with his client for a few moments. 
This was readily granted and they retired to 
the prisoners’ room for a brief consultation. 
In a few seconds they returned and the 
prisoner entered his plea of guilty to the 
charge of bigamy. 

In mitigation of the offense Colonel Hulsey 
stated that while his client had been married 
twice he had not acted with any criminal in- 
tent. Negotiations were already pending for 
a divorce in the first case and he had given 
his second wife to understand that such was 
the truth. She was impatient, however, and 
the knot was tied. 

His client was a stranger in this country, 
comparatively speaking, and was not familiar 
with the laws and customs. This had much 
to do with the violation of which he was 
guilty, as things were different in South 
America. It was alsp_atieged in extenuation 
by Solicitor Hill, the prosecuting attorney, 
that the prisoner was addicted to the opium 
habit and his svymygthies had been fully 
aroused in his behalf. He jajned with Colonel 
Hulsey in hoping that the judge would be as 
—* as possible in the vindication of the 
aw. 

Judge Clary stated, in view of the mitigating 
circumstances, that he would give the prisoner 
the benefit of one year. which he would sub- 
tract from the amount of his penalty. He 
thought it no extenuation of the offense, how- 
ever, that the prisoner was addicted to the 
opium habit. as he had yielded to it volun- 
tarilv and in the free —, of his own 
mind. As a matter of sympathy he felt a 
compassion for his misfortune, but as a judge 
of the law, the habit, he thought, was no 
excuse for its violation. 

He thought the crime with which the de- 
fendant was charged was getting too popular. 
Men were disposed to marry every one they 
met and it was necessary that the condemna- 
tion of the law should be placed upon it snd 
that unmistakably. In view of the fact that 
the prisoner had plead guilty and saved the 
state the expense of a profracted trial. which 
would have had the result of his conviction, 
he would merely send him to the penitentiary 


for three years.

Empire Lumber Company v. Kiser & Co, 
et al. Lien. Sawmill. Estoppel. J ore- 
closure Debtor and creditor. Laborer. 

rd. Practice. Before Judge Roberts.

1. One who furnishes a sawmi]] with corn, 
oats, hay, bran, etc., with which to feed 
the mules of the owner of the mill used in 
carrying on the work thereof, has a lien 
under section 1985 of the code for the price. 
And when the owner, in giving his orders 
for these articles, represents to the seller 
that they are wauted as provisions for the 
mules, such owner will be estopped by the 
representation and cannot set up in resis- 
tance to the lien claimed that some of the 
provisions were not in fact so applied, but 
were sold by him in general commerce from 
a trading establishment which he kept on 
the sawmill premises. Whilst the represen- 
tation might not, and probably would not, 
bind the general creditors of the owners, the 
owner himself, where he alone complains, 
will not be heard to urge hts owm bad faith. 

2. Where thé accounts for the provisions 
were settled by prommissory Notes, some 
of which were not due wben the petition was 
filed under the insolvent traders act, a lien 
as to the whole may nevertheless be allow- 
ed, the immature notes having become ma- 
ture before the master's report was made 
up. The lien claimant having come in by in- 
tervention, and the assets of the debtor he- 
ing all in the hands of a receiver, a demand 
for payment and an affidavit to foreclose 
the lien would be dispensed with, a foreclos- 
ure by intervention being, under the cir- 
cumstances, a proper substitute for the stat- 
utory foreclosure provided for by section 
1991 of the code. 

3. The evidence warranted the court in 
finding and holding that the lien claimed 
existed as to the whole amount of the in- 
debtedness, 

_4. Relatively to the lien of laborers, men- 

tioned in-section 1984 of the code, and to 

liens for timber, logs, provisions, ete., men- 
tioned in section 1985, all sawmills, wheth- 
er they be in fact fixtures or not, are treat- 
ed by the statute as personalty, and us to 
them these liens do not have to be recorded, 
and when foreclosed in the statutory meth- 
ed, section 1991 is to be pursued; but where 
the foreclosure is either made or to be en- 
forced on a petition in the nature of a credi- 
tor’s bill, the court, though it must treat the 
proceeds of sale, so far as the mil] js con- 
cerned, as derived from personalty, may 
have the mill sold with the land on which it 
is situated for one gross sum, and after- 
wards, if necessary, ascertain by evidence 
what proportions of this sum should be 
treated, respectively, as proceeds of the 

land and of the mill, 

Direction is given that if, in the discretion 
of the court, this mode of sale be advisable 
in the present case, it be adopted, and the 
decree for sale be modified accordingly, The 
word “‘mill,” as used in this note, compre- 
hends all engines. boilers, machinery of 
every kind, and all hardware, implements, 
tools, ete., connected with and used or pro- 
ner for use, in the mill establishment, treat- 
ing It as a going concern for the purpose for 
which it was erected, It does not include 
any buildings or any detached personalty 
such as yehicles, draft animals. ete.

SUFFERING IN SIBERIA. 


Two Americans Who Escaped Relate Their 
Experience. 
From The St. Louis Republic. 

The disclosures of life in Siberia by George 
Kennan were rejected as false by many 
Americans, because they could not believe 
such things possible, but two American citi- 
zens have recently escaped from Siberia with 
evidence which chills the blood. 

These men—Paradyce and Wilson—were 
sailors on the sealing schooner Mary 
‘Thompson, which was driven by a storm to 
the coast of Saghalien island last July. The 
two went inland for fresh water, and the 
schooner was driven away by a storm. The 
two sailors were directed to a Russian sta- 
tion by the Indians, and on reaching it com- 
rod mang worn out were at once clapped into 
rons as spies. They received a pound of 
black bread and a half pound of raw salt 
beef per day, and in a wretched condition 
were driven to Carasock, the principal sea- 


port.

“Then came the woman. The poor creat- 
tre Was soon about to become a mother. 
and as she was ted past the governor she 
threw herself at his feet and begged that 
he would postpone the flogging until after 
her baby was born. Her appeal was in 
vain, for the governor replied that the laws 
made by the czar must be obeyed, and she 
was ordered to strip. The woman gave one 
look at the sea of faces around her, and then, 
with the assistance of one of the soldiers, 
removed her clothing. 

“Like the men, she was stripped naked 
and strapped to the board. At the third 
stroke she became insensible and remained 
so until the full fifty lashes had been ad- 
ministered, when she was taken from the 
board and carried to the prison hospital. 
Three hours afterward she gave birth to a 
dead baby. This I learned from the Swede, 
who visited the hospital every day. The 
woman's body was in tatters.” 

And this was only the beginning of hor- 
rors. Paradyce declares¢that in some enses 
the young women and girls, especially those 
of good families and accused of nihtlism, 
are handed over to the common soldiers to 


be dealt with at their will. Twice the two 
Americans narrowly escaped flogging for 
not saluting an officer as he passed. They 
found one prisener to be a Turk of bigh 


rank and a relative of the sultan. captured 
during the tast war with Turkey and sup- 
posed by his countrymen to he dead. They 
succeeded in smuggling a message from him 
to the Turkish minister tn China. 

At length Paradyce and Wilson were sent 
before the governor pf Saghalien island 
who ordered them forwarded to the main land 
of Siberia, and after many days of terrible 
suffering the gang of which they were m¢m- 
bers reached Kara. They were fortun:te 
enough to fall in with a negro named Colcord, 
a telegraph operator, who spoke both lan 
guages fluently and gave them valuable as- 
sistance and instructions. When they were 
tried at Kara the interpreter also assisted 
them greatly. The Russian anthorities there 
happened to possess some rudiments of com- 
mon sense and humanity, and their innocence 
were made apparent. 

Still they were not free till 
were secured from English and other gentle- 
men at Viadivostock. Thence they took ship 
for Shanghai, where Wilson, at last accounts 
was asfill in hospital suffering from scurry 
caused by the diet in Siheria. Paradrce in a 
few weeks recovered sufficientiv to ship fag 
San Francisco, where he wrote out his case 
to he laid before the government.

Alleging That Mr. Haltiwanger Had With- 
drawn His Serviess from the Com-, 
pany, Causing a Heavy Loss. 


An application to place the Haliwanger- 
Taylor Drug Company in the hands of a re- 
ceiver was presented to Judge Marshall 
Clarke yesterday morning and subsequently 
filed in the clerk’s office. : 

Judge Clarke granted a temporary J& 
straining order and get the case for a gear- 
ing on the 20th of May. 

The application for a receiver was filed 
by Mr. W. A. Mathews, through hts attor- 
neys, Messrs, Jackson, Leftwich & Black. 

The suit is brought against the company 


‘and its members’ separately. 


This company was organized on the “th 
of September 1889, and was capitalized 
at $50,000. No authority was conferred 
by the charter, incorporating the assucia- 
tion until after 40 per cent of the stock had 
been paid in. 

The petitioner, W. A. Mathews, in Jan- 
vary 1800 was in the employ of MeWKesson 
& Robbins, as traveling salesman for that 
drug house. He had been engaged in the 
drug business for nine years, and was tho- 
roughly familiar with the details of such an 
establishment. He understood the compound- 
ing and sale of drugs and was posted on all 
questions affecting the interest of the drug 
market, : 

In January of that year Mr. Haltiwanger 
had bececsce bim in regard to the merits 
of the company which had recently bee es- 
tablished. He knew Mr., Haltiwanger to 
be a man of abuity and skilled as a mana- 
ger in the drug business, and after receiv- 
ing his assurance that he would be in charge 
of the establishment was induced to buy a 
part of the stock. . 

By diligent work he had accumulated the 
sum of $2000, and this he mvested in stock. 
Subsequently -he added to this the sum of 
> additional shares. Having stock in the 
business he accepted an offer to travel for 
the establishment’ which he did until] the 
fall of the year when the defen- 
dant company went out of the gener. 
eral drug busiuess into the exclusive manu- 
facture. of proprietary medicines, 

This continued until the wenter of 1891, at 
which time Mr. Haltiwanger, although he 
had given petitioner, to understand that he 
would be in charge of the business, drew out 
of the office and gave the bulk of his time 
to the business of Kiser, Moore, Draper 
& Co. 

Since that time the profits of the company 
had steadily aeelined and the business of 
the company had been woefully managed. 
The petitioner went on to state that as soon 
as Mr. Haltiwanger withdrew from the 
management of the business, C, A. Ver- 
nooy, a nephew of Demorest, who together 
with Haltiwanger, owned a majority of the 
stock, came to Atlanta, This young man 
was Absylutely inexperienced and yet, on 
account of his relationship he was made the 
secretary of the establishment, and wag 
placed in charge of the work which ought to 
have been supervised by Mr. Haltiwanger. 
This young man was first given a salary 
of $1,200 a year, and after thar of $1,500, 
while Mr. Haltiwanger, for at Jeast twelve 
months continued to draw his money, which 
was $2,000 a year. 

He feli daat he had been injured by the 


.manner in which the establishment was con- 


danéted, and ne addressed a written letter 
the directors. asking them to place an- 
other man in charge of the establishment, 
and to wind it up. This letter had been ig- 
nored by the directors at their meeting» 

For the reasons alleged in the petition he 
felt justified in asking that.a permanent re- 
eelver be appointed to take charge of the 
company’s assets and to wind ‘them yup for 
the henefit of the creditors, “ 

Also that a restraining order be granted 
to enjoin the company from executing anv 
mortgages or taking any steps prejudicia] 
to the interest of petitioner, 

Jgdee Clarke granted a temporary. re- 
straining omer and will hear the petition on 
Hs merits next Saturday week.
